TOTAL  ALL  CAUSES 


There  were  130  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  135  during 
1969,  giving  a corrected  death  rate  of  10.1  compared  with  10.2  for 
1969  and  11.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for  nearly 
half  (61)  of  the  total  deaths.  Ischaemic  heart  disease  was  the 
largest  single  cause  of  death,  accounting  for  21  deaths.  Cerebro- 
vascular disease  caused  21  deaths,  hypertensive  disease  2 deaths, 
rheumatic  heart  disease  one  death  and  other  disease  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  system  9 deaths. 

Cancer  caused  23  deaths  compared  with  22  last  year,  of  these, 
8 were  due  to  cancer  of  the  stomach  and  intestine,  4 to  cancer  of 
the  lung,  3 to  cancer  of  the  buccal  cavity,  oesophagus  and  larynx. 
There  were  3 deaths  due  to  other  malignant  neoplasms. 

Mental  disorder  caused  2 deaths. 

Influenza  and  pneumonia  caused  22  death,  all  except  one,  being 
in  persons  age  65  years  or  over. 

Bronchitis  and  emphysema  caused  4 deaths,  asthma  3 deaths  and 
other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  2 deaths. 

Appendicitis  caused  1 death,  nephrosis  and  nephritis  1 death, 
enlarged  prostrate  1 death  and  other  diseases  of  the  genito-urinary 
system  1 death.  Disease  of  the  musculo-skeletal  system  caused 
1 death. 

There  were  6 deaths  as  the  result  of  accidents  and  one  death  due 
to  self  inflicted  injury. 

When  we  look  at  the  age  distribution  of  the  deaths  it  is  noted 
that  76%  occurred  in  persons  aged  75  years  and  over.  No  deaths 
occurred  in  the  0 -24  year  age  group,  and  only  2 deaths  in  the 
25  - 44  year  age  group,  one  being  a young  female  who  died  as  the 
result  of  self-inflicted  injuries  and  the  other  a young  male  who  died 
from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Of  the  30  deaths  that  occurred  in  the  25  - 64  year  age  group, 
nearly  half  (14)  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation. 
Ischaemic  heart  disease  accounted  for  11  of  these  14  deaths. 
Ischaemic  heart  disease,  along  with  cancer  of  the  lung,  which 
caused  4 deaths,  and  bronchitis  and  emphysema,  which  caused 
1 death  in  this  age  group,  is  associated  with  tobacco  smoking, 
particularly  cigarette  smoking,  and  it  is  hoped  that  future  years 
will  see  a decline  in  deaths  from  these  causes  as  people  relinquish 
this  deadly  pleasure. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  compared  with  2 last  year,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  nil  compared  with  17  for  last  year 
and  18  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Still-Births 


There  was  one  still-birth  compared  with  3 in  1969,  giving  a still- 
birth rate  of  7 compared  with  25  last  year  and  13  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  cause  of  this  still-birth  was  antepartum  haemorrhage 
due  to  placenta  praevia. 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths,  giving  a Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  nil  compared  with  nil  in  1969,  and  0.18  for  England  and 
Wales.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year  was  126  compared  with  54  in  1969.  This  large  increase 
was  due  largely  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  months  of 
May,  June,  July  and  August,  with  a total  of  112  notified  cases 
compared  with  49  in  1969.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  measles  vaccine 
the  immunisation  programme  received  a setback,  which  resulted  in 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  susceptible  children.  This  high  number 
of  susceptibles  in  the  child  population  was  instrumental  in  causing 
this  epidemic. 

3 cases  of  infective  jaundice  were  notified  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  none  in  the  previous  2 years.  This  disease  was  made 
notifiable  in  1968,  and  is  transmitted  in  a similar  manner  to  food 
poisoning.  Two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  but  there  was 
no  connection  with  the  third  case. 

There  were  5 cases  of  whooping  cough  compared  with  none  in 
1969,  and  9 in  1968.  All  cases  occurred  in  the  1-  5 year  age  group; 
the  disease  is  considerably  less  hazardous  at  this  age  than  in  young 
babies. 

No  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year.  3 cases  of 
food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with  4 during  1969.  There 
was  no  connection  between  these  3 cases,  the  first  occurred  in  a 
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■young  man  during  the  month  of  August  and  was  due  to  salmonella 
heidelberg;  the  second  occurred  in  an  elderly  man  during  October 
and  was  due  to  salmonella  agona  and  the  third  in  a young  lady 
in  December  — no  organism  was  isolated  from  this  last  case.  An 
organism  — salmonella  typhimurium,  which  can  cause  human  food 
poisoning  — was  isolated  from  chickens  at  a farm  in  the  area.  The 
family  in  contact  with  these  poultry  were  investigated  and  found 
to  be  free  of  infection. 

No  human  cases  of  tetanus  occurred  during  1970  compared  with 
one  fatal  case  in  1969,  but  a cow  died  of  the  disease,  emphasising 
the  prevalence  of  the  organism  in  the  soil  and  the  importance  of 
everyone,  and  particularly  agricultural  workers  and  children, 
receiving  a course  of  injections,  which  are  highly  effective  in  pre- 
venting the  disease.

5 cases  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year  compared  with 
none  during  1969.  Two  of  these  had  been  previously  notified  in 
ether  areas  and  had  moved  into  the  area.  Three  cases  were  new 
notifications,  one  non-pulmonary  in  a young  lady,  one  pulmonary 
in  a young  man  and  one  pulmonary  in  an  elderly  man. 

7 cases  were  removed  from  the  tuberculosis  register  during  the 
year,  2 cases  having  been  cured;  2 died  of  other  causes  and  3 left 
the  area. 

The  new  notifications  illustrate  that  this  disease  is  a continuing 
problem,  and  it  is  essential  that  vigilance  is  maintained  until  it  is 
completely  eradicated. 


Anthrax 

No  cases  of  this  disease  in  animals  or  man  were  notified  during 
the  year,  compared  with  2 animal  cases  during  1969. 
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Brucellosis 

Although  this  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  2 human  cases  were' 
reported  and  investigated  during  the  year,  compared  with  2 human 
cases  during  1969. 

One  case  occurred  in  a young  male,  who  had  no  occupational 
contact  with  animals.  The  family  milk  supply  was  raw  (untreated)" 
milk  from  a supplier  outside  the  area.  Routine  testing  of  this  herd 
had  some  2 months  previously  shown  the  presence  of  brucellosis, 
and  the  infected  cows  (3)  were  eliminated. 

The  other  case  was  in  a lady  who,  some  weeks  prior  to  becoming 
ill,  had  started  working  in  beef  packing  and  cut  herself  during  this 
time.  Her  source  of  milk  was  raw  (untreated)  from  a supplier  whose 
herd  has  been  consistently  free  of  brucellosis  for  3 years,  and 
further  tests  revealed  that  the  milk  was  not  infected.  It  must  be 
concluded  that  infection  in  this  case  had  been  acquired  through 
infected  meat  at  her  place  of  work. 

Representations  were  made  by  the  Council  to  have  this  disease 
in  humans  made  notifiable,  but  despite  considerable  support  from 
other  authorities  and  medical  experts,  the  Department  of  Health 
did  not  make  brucellosis  a notifiable  disease.  However,  impetus  has 
been  given  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Brucellosis  Eradication 
Scheme,  which  is  now  in  operation,  and  we  hope  will,  in  the  near 
future,  include  this  area.  However,  until  this  reservoir  of  infection 
in  cattle  is  eliminated,  those  who  drink  raw  (untreated)  milk  run 
the  risk  of  contracting  this  insidious  disease,  which  can  lead  to 
chronic  ill-health.

A large  proportion  (29%)  of  children  gave  positive  reactions  to 
the  skin  test.  A large  proportion  of  these  were  positive  as  a result 
of  having  had  B.C.G.  vaccination  previously  as  contacts  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  The  remainder  were  followed  up  by  chest  X-ray 
examination  and  family  contacts  were  also  investigated. 

Care  of  the  Aged 

Several  old  people  were  referred  to  me  during  the  year,  and  after 
visiting,  a solution  was  found  in  each  case,  without  resorting  to 
formal  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act 
1948,  which  was  not  warranted  in  any  of  the  cases  referred. 


PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Laboratory  Service 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  carries  out  bacterio- 
logical examinations  of  water,  food,  etc.,  to  detect  any  contamina- 
tion. Milk  is  also  examined  bacteriologically  and  biologically  for 
the  presence  of  tubercule  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus. 

Examination  of  throat  swabs,  blood,  faeces,  etc.,  are  carried  out 
to  detect  the  presence  of  bacteria  and  viruses  at  Conway  Public 
Health  Laboratory  and  specimens  have  also  been  accepted  at  Rhyl 
hospital  laboratory.

The  Ruthin  Family  Planning  Clinic  continues  to  hold  one 
morning  and  one  evening  session  per  month. 

The  total  number  of  members  has  risen  to  95,  making  60  addi- 
tional members  in  1970,  49  of  whom  were  new  members  to  the 
Family  Planning  Association.  Of  the  60,  6 were  officially  referred, 
21  were  recommended  by  a friend  or  another  member,  8 by  the 
Family  Doctor,  10  were  transferred  from  other  clinics  and  15  from 
advertising. 

The  largest  group,  namely  19,  were  from  the  age  range  25-29, 
3 were  younger  than  20,  12  between  20-24,  11  between  30-34  and 
15  were  over  34.  Again,  the  majority  of  members,  namely  38,  had 
had  1-2  pregnancies. 

40  members  availed  themselves  of  the  cytological  smear  facility 
and  all  the  results  have  been  negative.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports  as  follows  concerning; 
the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  Borough. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  paper  sack  system  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  although’ 
the  suppliers  had  to  increase  the  price  of  sacks  towards  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Approximately  3,100  sacks  and  500  bins  are  collected  weekly 
from  domestic  and  business  premises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  trial 
use  of  plastic  sacks  was  being  carried  out  in  Henllan. 

Both  refuse  lorries  continued  to  work  smoothly  but  the  tractor 
on  the  tip  has  began  to  show  signs  of  wear. 

All  the  refuse  from  the  area  is  deposited  at  one  tip  at  Meifod,, 
Henllan.  A full-time  attendant  is  employed  to  regulate  the  tip. 

The  fly  nuisance  experienced  over  the  past  years  did  not  recur 
owing  to  the  use  of  a new  insecticide  which  proved  to  be  really 
effective  and  also  to  the  large  quantity  of  covering  material  which 
became  available  at  the  tip  during  the  year. 

Old  motor  vehicles  from  the  Borough  are  accepted  free  of  charge 
at  Meifod  Tip  during  working  hours.  32  cars  were  disposed  of  in 
this  way  during  1970.  These  cars  are  a problem  even  on  the  tip, 
but  in  1970  most  of  them  were  removed  by  a scrap  metal  merchant. 

The  life  of  the  tip  is  now  thought  to  be  about  two  years.  A 
survey  of  the  Borough  and  advertisements  in  the  local  press  failed 
to  discover  a suitable  alternative  tipping  site.  Consultations  have 
commenced  with  Ruthin  Borough  Council  and  Ruthin  Rural  Dis- 
trict Council  with  a view  to  establishing  a joint  controlled  tip  ort 
iand  owned  by  the  Borough  of  Ruthin. 

SALVAGE 

Waste  Paper  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  Old  Butter  Market,- 
Factory  Place.  The  Depot  is  near  the  town  centre  and  waste  paper 
and  cardboard  can  be  brought  to  the  depot  for  disposal  at  any  time 
during  normal  working  hours. 

The  bonus  scheme  continued  to  work  successfully,  although 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  less  cardboard  was  being  collected 
due  to  the  collection  of  cardboard  from  the  large  shops  by  a private 
contractor. 
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A total  of  £198  16s.  3d.  was  paid  out  in  bonus  to  the  refuse 
collection  staff. 

Householders  who  find  difficulty  in  making  the  refuse  sack  last 
the  week  would  ease  their  problem  if  all  cardboard,  newspaper  and 
clean  waste  paper  were  to  be  kept  separately  for  collection.

Tenants  for  Council  houses  are  selected  by  the  Housing  Com  - 
mittee which  is  guided  by  a points  scheme.  All  applicants  in  the‘ 
Borough  are  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  housing 
needs  and  circumstances  of  each  applicant  are  investigated  before 
points  are  awarded. 

The  information  gained  by  the  survey  of  Council  owned  houses 
has  enabled  the  Council  to  try  to  utilise  houses  in  the  best  possible 
manner.  As  houses  have  become  available  for  letting,  voluntary 
transfers  have  been  made  to  place  large  families  in  the  larger 
houses.  A large  number  of  the  Council’s  three-bedroomed  dwellings 
remain  occupied  by  one  or  two  persons  who  refuse  to  transfer  to1 
smaller  accommodation  for  various  reasons. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  following  tables  show  that  a small  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  grant  aid  took  place  during  the  year.  This  may  be 
due  to  the  increased  amount  of  grant  payable,  but  probably  the 
reduced  number  of  new  houses  built  and  the  increased  cost  of  these 
new  houses  has  also  tended  to  cause  people  to  renovate  oldek 
property. 

It  will  be  noted  that  only  five  of  the  approved  grants  relate  to' 
tenanted  property  and  in  all  five  cases  the  property  had  become 
vacant.  The  procedure  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act  1969  to  deter- 
mine the  rent  of  tenanted  property  subject  to  improvement  appears 
to  discourage  landlords  and  tenants  from  seeking  to  improve  their 
houses.

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The  number  of  animals  killed  showed  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year’s  figures.  Animals  are  slaughtered  daily  including 
Saturdays  and  Sundays  from  6 a.m.  to  8 p.m.  A member  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  has  to  be  on  duty  every  weekend  to 
inspect  the  animals  slaughtered.  This  involved  229  hours  of  duty 
outside  normal  working  hours. 

A large  number  of  the  carcasses  condemned  were  animals  brought 
into  the  slaughterhouses  as  casualties  by  farmers.  Many  of  these 
were  obviously  cases  which  should  have  been  sent  to  a knacker  and 
not  to  a slaughterhouse.  The  possibility  of  the  contamination  of 
lairage,  slaughterhouse  equipment  and  thereby  indirectly  sound 
meat  is  pointed  out  to  all  concerned.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Public  water  supplies  in  the  Borough  are  provided  by  the  West 
Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  Water  Board. 

The  scheme  at  the  Crest  was  completed  during  the  year  and  this 
has  solved  the  problem  of  supply  to  the  high  level  districts  of  the 
town  and  to  certain  rural  properties  outside  the  built-up  area. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  inadequate  and  frequently  con- 
taminated supply  to  the  County  Council  Small  Holdings  has  now 
been  replaced  by  the  new  public  supply  from  the  Crest  reservoir. 
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North  Wales  Hospital  Supply 

The  Council  lias  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Water  Board  to  the 
22  rural  properties  in  the  west  of  the  Borough  which  are  supplied 
with  untreated  water  from  the  North  Wales  Hospital  main.  These 
properties  have  a piped  supply  of  this  water  which  is  drawn  from 
Llyn  Bran  and  which  is  liable  to  contamination. 

In  addition  to  the  North  Wales  Hospital  and  property,  twenty- 
one  private  properties  receive  a piped  supply  of  treated  water  from 
the  Hospital  main. 

Lleweni  Estate  Supply 

Dwellings  and  farms  on  this  estate  have  an  adequate  and  satis- 
factory supply  of  piped  water  from  a deep  borehole.

Bryn  Mulan  Supply 

This  water  is  piped  untreated  to  farms  and  houses  from  an  old 
reservoir  formerly  used  to  supply  the  town.  The  water  is  inadequate 
and  contaminated. 

The  new  main  provided  by  the  Water  Board  provides  an  alterna- 
tive supply  for  the  majority  of  premises  which  formerly  relied  on 
this  supply,  but  four  properties  are  not  within  a reasonable  distance 
of  the  new  main.  The  Water  Board  has  been  asked  to  look  into 
this  matter.

The  Borough  District  is  served  by  three  sewerage  systems  and 
Mr.  Castle,  the  Borough  Surveyor,  comments  as  follows: 

During  1970,  minor  improvement  works  were  commenced  at  the 
Eglwyswen  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  Scheme  provides  for  the 
installation  of  larger  diameter  header  pipes  to  serve  the  biological 
filter  dosing  chambers  and  for  the  installation  of  a new  davit  to 
facilitate  the  emptying  of  the  sludge  lagoon.  Work  was  also  com- 
menced on  the  laying  of  a new  sewer  from  Townsend  to  the  upper 
section  of  Barkers  Well  Lane.  On  completion,  this  will  serve  the 
Lenten  Pool  and  Henllan  Street  areas  and  will  relieve  the  present 
overloading  on  the  existing  system. 

A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Henllan  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  is  in  course  of  preparation  and  the  work  will  be  carried  out 
during  1971.
